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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argunnents do not overcome the 
references as applied. Applicant argues that the examiner has failed to address the claimed limitation of "either of the two ends of the 
proximal strap being affixed to the distal strap in a position significantly away from the distal strap ends". This Is incorrect. !n the prior 
art of Marttinen, the proximal strap has been identified by the examiner as consisting of elements 14, 19 and 20. The ends of the 
proximal strap have been identified as elements 18 and 21. The distal strap has been identified as element 16. Distal strap 16 is clearly 
shown in figures 1 and 2 as being affixed to the proximal strap 14, 19, 20 via connecting rings 17, 17' in a position significantly away 
from proximal strap ends 18, 21. This is what is claimed by applicant. Applicant further argues that the examiner failed to adequately 
address the argument made that Marttinen fails to teach a "dual shoulder strap system" This is incorrect. The examiner has clearly 
pointed out in the rejection the structure of Marttinen that is equivallent to the strap system claimed by applicant. The fact that applicant 
intends to use the disclosed and claimed strap system in a manner that differs from the manner in which Marttinen intends to use his 
disclosed and claimed strap system does not structurally differentiate the claimed strap system from the strap system taught by 
Marttinen. 
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
